The regimental com- 
mander will do all in his power to protect at any 
and ail times the men of bis toK: but when 
nef outrageously disregard the laws of the land, 
and instead of producing by their presence a feel- 
ing of serenity, security and they cause the 
citizens a feel of distrust, of fear, and even of

HOSPITAL STEWARDS, 


A CORRESPONDENT writes: “‘ Your readers may be 
interested to learn that in June, 2 Assistant Sur- 
geon Albert J. Myer, U.S. A., t. Duncan, Tex., in 
an official report, said: ‘Two deaths have occurred 
within the year. One of a patient brougbt to the 
post after long sufferiog with chronic diarrhea, the 
other in a case exhibiting the post mortem appear- 
ances of insolation. Tae symptoms in the latter 
case changed suddenly, while the patient was in 
hospital, trom slight to serious. The steward, a raw 
soldier just detailed under the old system, was not 
aware of any danger, and did not think of report- 
ing the circumetances until the patient was in ex- 
tremis. Under toe action of the present law suc: 
accidents will probably cot occur. The beneficial 
operation of the law is already perceptible. The 
hospital steward, proud of bis position and confident 
of its permanency, enters zealously upon the dis-

charge of his duties, and — — for the 
recitations regularly of bi The result 
must be the formation o = 5 or ‘stewards well 
informed and competent to render most valuable 
service to the Army.’ These words, prophetic in 
1857, are, [ thiok, realized in 1892. Of the present 
corps of stewards —_ one-seventh are graduates 
of medical colleges of a high order—some, in fact, 
classmates of youpger men recently commissioned 
assistant surgeons."

’ THE NEW NAVY BILL. 


WE are now able to present a summary of the 
Naval Appropriation bill, as it passed both Houses, 
after its long debate in conference, to which it was 
three times sent before Congress consented to make 
it a law. We need not present the ordinary routine 
items where undisputed, or where they are in ac- 
cordance with the figures already presented in the 
JOURNAL. Early in the bill comes this provision in 
regard to pay, which was inserted by the Senate 
and slightly modified in conference: 


Every naval cadet or cadet engineer who has heretofore 
graduated or may bereatter graduate from the Naval Aca- 
demy, and who has been or may hereafter be commissioned 
within six months after such graduation ara officer in the 
Navy or Marioe Corps of the United States, under the laws 
appointing such graduates to the Navy or Marine Corps, 
sball be allowed the pay of the grade in whieh he may beso 
commissioued from the time fixed as the date of the com- 
pletion of the academic course of six years by the members 
of bis class to the date of bis qualificatian and acceptance 
of bis cemmission,

of the Navy, for the exciusive right on the part of the Gov- 
ernment to mapufacture by contract or otherwise such gun 
aod ammunition without the payment of any royalty on 
tbe same, the option of the Government to make such con- 
= be exercised within a period to be fixed by said con- 

In repairs to ordnance buildings the Senate’s pro. 
vision of $80,000 prevailed over the $25,000 of the 
House. The $25,000 for naval militia was con- 
tinued, and may probably be counted on as an an- 
nual appropriation. The Senate’s item of $26,000 
for construction plant to put the League Island 
Navy-yard in condition to repair ships was rejected. 
The Boston and Norfolk yards each received an 
electrician for their electric plants, at $1,200 each. 
The Senate’s item of $2,000 for the expenses of a 
commission to be appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy to be composed of three naval officers of high 
rank, three eminent astronomers, and three other 
civilians, to consider and report what is the most 
appropriate organization for conducting the astro- 
nomical work of the Naval Observatory, and what 
should be the scope and method of such work, was 
disapproved. 

The Bureau of Provisions and Supplies appears in 
the bill with its new title of Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts, the laws of the old bureau applying 
to the new one. Section 2, of the Naval Appro- 
priation Act of March 3, 1888, is so modified that 
hereafter orders of the Secretary of the Navy em- 
ploying officers on shore duty shall state that such 
employment is required by the public interests, but 
need not state the duration of such service, this be- 
ing a Senate amendment. 

Repairs for wooden ships, except ‘the Hartford 
and Kearsarge, and except ships damaged in for- 
eign waters or on the high seas to bring them home, 
are hereafter not to be made when the estimated 
cost of such repairs, to be appraised by a competent 
board of naval officers, shall exceed 10 per cent. of 
the estimated cost, appraised in like manner, of a 
new ship of the same size and like material. This 
applies to machinery as well as its bulls. 

It is provided that ‘‘the money herein specifically 
appropriated for pay of the Marine Corps shall be 
disbursed and accounted for in accordance with ex- 
isting law as pay of the Marine Corps, and for that 
purpose shall constitute one fund.” The Senate 
item of $5,212 is allowed for sanitary improvements 
at the Marine Barracks, Mare Island Navy-yard. 

The $50,000 voted by the Senate “‘toward the ex- 
pense of the international naval rendezvous and re- 
view,” remains a part of the bill, including pay 
and drill of seamen temporarily enlisted and used 
for the review in addition to the regular number of 
enlisted men, and including the construction by the 
Secretary of the Navy of reproductions in Spain of 
two of the caravels, the Pinta and the Nina, which 
composed the fleet of Columbus on his voyage of 
discovery, to be taken after the review to Ohi- 
cago as a part of the Government exhibit. 

The provision for the increase of the Navy in- 
cludes first the constraction by contract (or in a 
navy-yard if a reasonable contract cannot be 
secured) of an armored cruiser of about 8,000 tons 
displacement ‘‘of the general type of armored 
cruiser numbered two (New York), to cost, exclu- 
sive of armament, not more than $3,500,000, ex- 
cluding any premium that may be paid for in- 
creased speed and the cost of armament.” It must 
exhibit aspeed ot at least 20 knots under conditions 
to be prescribed by the Navy Department, and a 
premium of $50,000 shall be paid for each knot in 
excess of the guaranteed speed, and a penalty of 
$50,000 deducted for each quarter knot of de- 
ficiency. Then follows the second provision, made 
by the Senate, and assented to by the House: 

Also one seagoing, coast-line battleship, designed to carry 
the heaviest armor and most powerful ordnaace, with a dis- 
placement of about 9,000 tons, to havethe highest practic- 
able speed for vessels of its class, and to cost, exclusive of 
armamentand of any premium:'hit may be paid for in- 
c 8 . not exceeding $4,000,000. And in the con- 
struction of said batt eship the provisioas of the act of Au- 

ust 3, 1886, entitled *An sct to increase the naval estab- 
fisoment,’ shall be observed and followed in the same man- 
ner tbat the provisions of said act are apolied to the con- 
struetion of the armored cruiser berein authorized ; and in 
the contracts for construction of said battleship, such pro- 
visions for minimum speed and for —— L—" —— 
— —— 
of the Navy may be deemed advisable. 

Finally, the provision for armament and armor 
is $2,000,000, including new machinery for the 
breech mechanism shop at Washington and torpedo 
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outfits for the Atlanta, Boston, and Chicago. The 
appropriation for the construction and steam 
machinery of “the new vessels heretofore and 
herein authorized” is $7,000,000, but no contract for 
the purchase of gun steel! or armor for the Navy 
is hereafter to be made until the subject-matter of 
the same shall have beea submitted to public 
competition by the Department by advertisement. 





ANOTHER successful candidate from the ranks for 
a 2d lieutenancy has been added to the list, making 
ten in all who have withstood the test of depart- 
mental examining boards during the past year. 
We have previously published the names of the 
other nine. Ovrporal Orrin R. Wolfe, Oo. H, 14th 
Infantry, a son of the late ist Lieutenant W. V. 
Wolfe, U. 8. A., is the latest addition to the list. 
He was examined at Fort Leavenworth. There is 
still another candidate that may get in. He did 
not reach the percentage required by the regula- 
tious, but the Department Commander has taken 
exception to some of the markings of the board and 
has recommended his appointment. The question 
of his appointment will be determined by the Secre- 
tary of War when he takes up the matter of order- 
ing the other successful: candidates before a final 
board at Fort Leavenworth. Under recent regula- 
tions, these men are to be sent to Fort Leavenworth 
instead of Fort Monroe. Two of last year’s candi- 
dates are also.to be commissioned. These are Wm. 
H. Morford, Co. O, 2ist Infantry, who failed in the 
final examination at, Fort Monroe, and Wm. E. 
Dove, Co. E, 12th Infantry, who was found physi- 
cally disqualified last year. It is now said that he 
has fully recovered from the disability that then 
existed. 


THE rather indefinite statement made by the con- 
ferees in their report on the Army Appropriation 
bill coneerning the proposition to cut off the addi- 
tional pay allowed regimental staff officers and 
aides-de-camp, has caused some confusion as to 
what was finally done in the matter. We have taken 
pains to examine the enrolled bill now in the State 
Department, having been approved by the Presi- 
dent, and find that the whole proviso on the sub. 
ject was stricken out, leaving the pay of these offi 
cers undisturbed. Had the provision originally 
adopted by the House prevailed, all officers doing 
service as adjutant, regimental quartermaster, aide 
to major or brigadier-general, or acting commissary. 
of subsistence, would have been deprived of all 
additional pay. The Senate amendment proposed 
to give mounted psy to officers doing this service, 
thereby benefiting only the mounted officers. It 
will be a satisfactioa to officers to know that the 
whole matter was finally stricken out. Had it re 
mained in the bill the Department would have 
found few applicants for these staff positions, as is 
evident from the difficulty experienced in getting 
an adjutant for the 4tb Infantry, now vacant. 














THE new regulations made for the examination 
of engineer officers for promotion, heretofore re- 
ferred to in the JoURNAL, have been approved by 
the Secretary of the Navy. They will go into effect 
on January 1 next. 








“A SOLDIER of eight years’ service,” in a letter to 
the Kansas City Times, on the subject of post 
schools, says: ‘As to the text books in use, how 
very silly it is to teach. penmanship from Spencer- 
ian copy books, with nice little moral texts to be 
copied time after time by the aspiring pupil of from 
twenty-one to thirty years of age. Why can not 
some of the supply departments of the Army con- 
tribute to the schools of the Army a small allow- 
ance of blank forms—they need not be of the latest 
issue, for the principle is the same in them all. 
Teach the men what the forms are for, and instruct 
them in making up accounts, as per rules laid down 
by the A. G. O., and when one of the pupils shows 
evidence of improvement in his work let the prac- 
tical benefits of the school be shown in details as 
clerks, ete. And our school histories should be im- 
proved, and instead of the amount of useless trash 
which they contain, matter which is far from use- 
less when laying the foundation of an education in 
childhood, the history for use in the Army schools 
could very easily be made up out of the achieve- 
ments of our Army, which is unique in history from 
the fact that in all its career it bas never emerged 
from the storm clouds of war into the sunshine of 
peave with its banners drooping in submission be- 

fore 3 victorious foe.”

THe Naval Examining and Retiring Boards 
which have bad an unusually active spring and 
summer will take a rest for several weeks, unless 
some unexpected casualties should occur and there- 
by bring up additional candidates for promotion, 
There are no pending promotions except those con- 
sequent upon the death of Lieut. Sidney H. May, 
and Lieut. (junior grade) A. F. Fechtelerand En- 
sign A. A. Ackerman, who gain their promotion 
thereby, have already been examined. Before ad- 
journing for the summer the retiring board this 
week disposed of four cases—P. A. Engr. Chas. F. 
Nagle, Asst. Engr. N. H. P. Orayton and Gunner 
Jobn Westfall, all three of whom were found dis- 
abled and recommended for retirement on three- 
fourths pay, and Lieut. John Garvin, who was 
found not disabled. He will be ordered to duty 
again at the expiration of a short leave.

Tue board of survey appointed to inquire into the 
condition of Chief Engr.

RECENT DEATHS. 


LIEUTENANT Srpwey H. May, U. 8S. Navy, com- 
mitted suicide on the afternoon of July 20 by shoot- 
ing bimeelf in the head with a revolver, in his room 
at the United Service Ciub, 16 West 3ist street, New 
York City. He did not recover consciousness after 
firing the shot, and died within half an hour. The 
following account is given of the occurrence: Capt, 
Pease, who also bad a room at the club, bad bis at- 
tention attracted by the smell of powder coming 
into his room. Then he tried Lieut. May’s door, 
found it looked, went through a ball room in the 
rear, climbed out to the roof and walked over to 
Lieut. May’s windows. He saw the body on the bed, 
with a wound back of the ear. Capt. Pease sum- 
moned the others in the house and the door was 
burst open. Dr. Ewing tried to restore the unfor- 
nate man to consciousness, but the bullet bad done 
its work well. Nothing was found in the room to 
point to the cause of the suicide. Lieut. May's fel- 
low-clubmen professed their inability to account 
forit. There had been nothing in his manner of 
speech, they said, to hint at any intention of suicide. 
Fora few dayshe had complained of not feeling 
well, but he did not seem to be seriously affected, 
and maintained througheut his usual cheerful de- 
meanor. Hespent some time in the reading room 
the morning of the same day, looking over the news- 
papers and chatting, and then went out as usual to 
attend to bis duties. No one seems to have seen him 
return. He was unmarried. The deceased was ap- 
pointed (from New Hampsbire) midshipman in 1864 
and attained the grade of lieutenant in 1878. Re 
cently he was assigned to duty at New York City in 
connection with the inspection of merchant vessels, 

Bvt.-LIEUTENANT-COLONEL EDWARD MoKEEVER 
Hupson, major, U. 8. A., retired, died at midnight 
July 21, at his residence in Washington, D. C. He 
was graduated from the Military Academy in 1849, 
attained the grade of major, 15th U. S. Infantry, 
and was retired in December, 1870. He received the 
brevets of major and lieutenant-colonel during the 
war. 


Mr. THom4s Cook, the originator of the system of 
personally-conducted tours, died July 19 at his home 
near Leicester, Eng., of paralysis, in his eighty- 
fourth year. 


Captain W. P. Graves, an Assistant Commissary 
of Subsistence during the Mexican war, died July 15 
at Danville. Va. Atthetimeof his death he was 
Mayor of Danville. 


RoBert Epwarp Coxe, who was graduated from 
West Point in 1870, promoted 24 lieutenant 8th U. 8. 
Cavalry, and resigned Sept. 3, 1874, died June 17, at 
White Bear Lake, Minn. 


Mr. JonN Henry SELLMAN, furmerly acting 

assistant paymaster U. 8S. Navy, died near Anna- 

olis, Md., July 6. He entered the Service March 5, 
and resigned in 1864 


A CORRESPONDENT at Annapolis sends us informa- 
tion of the death of Hendrick Sharp, who he de- 
scribes as “the oldest man in the Navy. He entered 
the Navy the same day as Admiral Porter, and had 
a splendid record.”

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BRIGADIER-GENERAL CABR. (Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 


Artzr some delay in the appointment of a briga- 
dier-general in succession to General Stanley, who 
was retired for age June 1 last, the choice of the 
President has fallen upon Colonel Eugene Asa Carr, 
6th U. S. Cavalry, an officer of long and distin- 
guished service. That the cavalry arm is well 
pleased with the selection goes without saying, for 
the last appointment to brigadier-general directly 
from the cavalry was in 1887, and three appoint- 
ments, exclusive of the present one, have been made 
since, all of them from the infantry. General Carr’s 
military career has been a distinguished one. He 
was graduated from the Military Academy in 1850; 
promoted to the Mounted Rifles; rendered arduous 
and dangerous serviee on the plains; was severely 
wounded Oct. 10, 1854, in a skirmish with Lipan 
Indians, andjwhen the war broke out was a captain 
of cavalry. His gallantry at Wilson’s Oreek, Aug. 
10, 1861, secured for him the brevet of lieutenant- 
colonel, and soon afterwards he was appointed 
colonel of the 8d Illinois Volunteer Cavalry. In 
March, 1862, he was appointed brigadier-general of 
volunteers, and theneeforward to the end of the 
war as a brigade cnd division eommander his ser- 
vice was of high order. He was thrice wounded at 
the battle of Pea Ridge, in March, 1862. He holds 
five brevets for gallantry—lieutenant-colonel, 
colonel, brigadier- general and major-general in the 
Regular Army and major-general of volunteers. 
Slnce the war he has been constantly engaged in 
active service in the various Indian expeditions, 
etc., on the frontier, and has always maintained his 
high reputation. He has been colonel of the 6th 
Cavalry since April 29, 1879. This is but a brief 
summary of the exceptionally brilliant services of 
General Carr, and we feel sure that the Army, as a 
whole, will be glad that the star has fallen upon so 
deserving an officer. 

We may add that Gen. Carr received the hearty 
support of Secretary Elkins, for the appointment, 
while Ex Secretary Proetor favored Col. Otis, the 
President deciding for the former. Gen. Carr has 
been summoned to Washington for consultation 
with Secretary Elkins in his assignment. He may 
go to the Dept. of Columbia, the only vacant com- 
mand, but it is not unlikely that the Secretary may 
take advantage of the present opportunity to sbift 
around some of the commands and possibly change 
the limits of some of the departments. The agita- 
tion for the restoration of division commands has 
not entirely died out. 


As FAR as we can learn at the present time there 
is no intention on the part of, the War Department 
to make any further inquiry into the case of Capt. 
H. D. Borup. That officer has made a detailed offi- 
cial and confidential report to Seeretary Elkins, 
who is also in possession of papers from Minister 
Coolidge giving a complete histery of the case. 
The officials are satisfied from these statements, we 
understand, that Capt. Borup is guilty of nene of 
the grave charges meade against him by the French. 
newspapers. It appears to be simply a question 
now as to what method the Department will per- 
sue in exonerating Capt. Borup. This is a mat- 
ter for the Secretary to decide, and pending his 
decision Capt. Borup is in Washington awaiting 
further orders. 


Tue transfer of the headquarters of the Depart- 
ment of Arizona from Los Angeles to Santa Fe, 
New Mexico, is in contemplation. It is understood 
that Gen. McCook’s present visit East is in connec- 
tion with this project. Secretary Elkins is said to 
be anxious for the change and summoned Gen.

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FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The General Deficiency bill as passed by the Sen- 
ate July 18 contains the following amendments, 
adopted by that body, of interest to the Services: 

For Army transportation, $77,059; for commuta- 
tion of quarters for officers of the Marine Corps, 
$548; to pay Jos. Fernandez indemnity for the loss 
and injury caused by a shot fired from the Galena 
while engaged in target practice, $1,000, and for the 
payment of receiving ship, mileage and other claims 
certified by the accounting officers of the Treasury 
to be due since they made their last report to the 
House; also for the payment of the claims of assist- 
ant engineers of the classes of 1882-3 for pay during 
the period they were ill y held to be out of the 
Service. These are the claims reeently allowed by 
the Court of Claims,

The Army cy ony bill has at last passed 
both Houses of Congress, the conferees having 
finally reached an agreement on the Army trans- 
portation clause,{which as agreed to reads as follows: -

Senator Chandler, in speaking of the conference 
report on the Naval Appropriation bill, made a 
statement as to the condition of the new Navy after 
the completion of the vessels and guns already au- 
thorized. The number of vessels will be 43, 

364 —— and manned by 11,094 officers and men. 
Divided into classes, they will consist of six double- 
turreted harbor defence vessels, carrying 36 guus; 3 
armored cruisers, with 46 guns; 5 armored battie- 
ships, carrying 72 guns; 8 cruisers, carrying 30 guns; 
18 protected cruisers, carrying 136 guns; 6 gunboats, 
carrying 8 guns; 5 of the special class (including the 
torpedo and dynamite cruisers), carrying 6 guns, and 
3 torpedo boats and 1 ram, which do not carry heary 


guns. 

The President on July 16 approved the Army Ap- 
propriation bill, the act in regard to a bridge over 
the Missouri River near Omaha, and the act for the 
relief of Lieut.-Col. C. G. Sawtelle. 

The only paragraph of the Army bill remaining 
in dispute was settled by the adoption of the fol- 
lowing in lieu of the House provision to which 


‘| there was so much opposition : 


Provided, That no money herein appropriated shall be 
used in ment of transportation of troops and supplies 
over any of the non-bonded lines owned by the Union Pa- 
cific Railway Company or the Central Pacific Railway 
Company; but this provision shall not withhold payment 
from lines leased and operated but not owned by the said 
com panies. 

The House Military Committee beld its final meet- 
ing for the session on Tuesday last. A number of 
— bills were disposed of. The only general 

usiness transacted was the adoption of favorable 
reports on the Senate bills authorizing Lieut. 8. S, 
Jordan, 5th Artillery, and Asst. Surg. B, C. 
to accept medals awarded them by the British Gov- 
ernment for their humave services to the ship- 
wrecked crew of the British ship Strathblane, and 
for the sale of old Fort Miffin, Del. An adverse re- 
port was made on the Senate bill granting medals 
of honor to the Port Hudson storming par ty. 

Chairman Outhwaite su ed in securing the 
passage of three military measures by the House on 
Thursday last .which had previously passed the 
Senate, thereby assuring their incorporation in the 
Statutes. They are the bills providing fora pew 
system of examination of candidates from the 
ranks, so as to give privates the same opportunities 
as non-commissioned officers; for the collection 
custody and arrangement of military records of 
the Revolutionary War and the War of 1812; au- 
thorizing the Secretary of War to make five-year 
leases of ape property under his charge which 
may not necessary for public pur ; 8S. 1230, 
permitting officers appointed from volunt-er ranks 
or civil life to waive right to beexamined by boards 
composed entirely of their own class; 8. 620, amend- 
ing act to promote administration of justice, so 
as give commanding officers power to remit or miti- 
gate, as well as approve, sentences of summ 
courts; S. 1039, to define the grade of certain medi- 
cal officers; 8S. 710, to restore aud retire Wm. C. 
Spencer, late captain, 17th Inf.; 8. 3154, to extend 
time for granting discharges to soldiers of the late 
and Mexican wars, provided by act of March 2, 1889; 
S. 898, to furnish arms. etc., to the Gettysburg Asso- 
ciation Museum ; 4. 2470, to amend Articles of War 
17, 84, 104 and 1342, R. 8. Also the following House 
bills: H. R. 7172, authorizing the Secretary of War 
to appoint a Board of Review of any Court-martial 
where the sentence has been dishonorable discharge 
or retirement from the Army; H. R. 3850, to relieve 
soldiers from charge of desertion in case of absence, 
who were captured by the enemy, missing in action 
or sent to p: nm or hospital, and H. R. 5448, to give 
the swordmaster at West Point the rank and pay of 
1st lieutenant. 

The owns, maval bills were passed by the 
House July 21: H. R. 9022, making examination a 
condition of promotion in the Marine Corps; H. 
Res. 80, authorizing the acceptance of medals from 
the King of Sweden by the officers and crew of the 
Baltimore ; H. R. 9023, granting a right of way for 
railroad purposes through the Pensacola Naval Re- 
servation, and S. 139, to terminate the reduction in 
the Engineer Corps. The latter measure lacks a third 
reading before it omes a law, but the third read- 
ing has beer ordered by a vote of 131 to 42.

As on the 
previous day, Capt. Cochrane had charge of the fir- 
ing line, and the movements of his command in the 
extended order were nearly faultless. The deploy- 
ments by squads, sections and companies were 
cut, while the firings were steady and well delivered. 
The reserves, too, were well in hand, Captain Lus- 
comb showing to its best advantage the maternal 
composing his battalion. As a total, this drill 
was one of the very best of the camp season, and 
was a demonstration to the Army officers at 
the post that our National Guardsmen were 
ripe for the accumulation of all points in the new 
drill regulations.

As during 
the previous weeks of the camp, the first work was 
by squads, principally in extended order, corporals 
in command. These drills were, in the main, suc- 
cessful, but there was altogether too much talki 
in ranks. It was plain to be seen that the men 
been instructed in this duty by squad at the home 
station, and the deployments, rallies, assemblies, 
changes of direction and the firings were all ro 
executed.

THE PICKED BATTALION. 


Among the numerous sensible moves in the con- 
duct and instruction of the troops at the Peekskill 
caw, for this season, 1892, Gen. Porter has reserved 
his best for the last, and when the regular seasun is 
completed, on Monday, Aug. 1, the camp is to be 
occupied by a selected or picked battalion of four 
companies, each of 110 officers and men. Since the 
commencement of the season it has been apparent 
to the State officials, that though the scheduled 
form of instruction worked toa charm, there was 
sometbing still lacking. This was, that the officers 
and non-coms of the regiments and battalions as- 
signed for the season had bad little or no chance no 
chance to witness the workings of the new drill 
regulations, especially the extended order and col- 
umn of attack, so tbat it was left to the official lec- 
tures of one day and the field corrections of the 
next to ground officers and men in the new system. 
Gen. Porter wisely considered that could the offi- 
cersand non-coms of the Guard be given a chance to 
witness the complete formula of the new tac- 
tics exbibited by a battalion of picked officers 
and men, & great good must result and the armory 
work of the coming winter beimmensely benefited. 
To this end he has requested the commanding offi- 
cers of the 7tb, 12th, 22d and 28d Regts. to select 
from their commands the necessary number of of- 
ficers and men willing to volunteer for this special 
duty during the first week in August. It is needless 
to say that the colonels promptly recognized the 

at utility of the scheme and at once announced 
their willingness to comply with the request. As 
far as known atthe present time the captains to 
command these picked companies will be Geo. W. 
Rand. 7th Reet.; Chas. S. Burns, 12th Regt.; N. B. 
Thurston, 22d Regt., and Fred. L. Holmes, 
234 Regt. The choice of the battalion com- 
mander and his assistants is stillin abeyance, but 
it bas now been suggested to the t commander 
and meets his hearty approval that the United 
States officers on duly at the camp, Col. Bates and 
Lients. French and Hardin be requested to handle 
as well as supervise the battalion during its weeks’ 
work, and if this suggestion can be carried into ef- 
fect the last week of the State Camp will indeed be 
a memorable one. *Tisaconsumation devoutly to 
be wisbed for, and one that would please every 
officer and man in the National Guard of the State 
of New York. , 

In addition the JouRNAL is authorized to extend 
from Gen. Porter an invitation to the officers of the 
Guard to be present during this week in camp. 
There are plenty of tents, a bounteous supply of 
cots, mattresses and blankets, and while Louis 
Windbolzis in camp there is no possible danger of 
the visitors going bungry. It is the chance of a 
life time to our National Guard, and every officer 
in the First, Second and Third Brigades should 
spend at leastone dayin camp,and witness the 
work of tbis picked battalion. Trains will leave 
the Grand Central depot as late as 9.15 P. M., reach- 
ing camp before taps, aud returning after the works 
of the day at 2.10 P.M. Tickets to the N. G. only,

DAME NATURE, bad she tried her utmost, could 
not bave given the Jersey boys finer weather than 
prevailed during the encampment of the 2d Bri- 
gade, N. G., N. J. From the time the first regiment 
marched on the field, on — July O. to the 
time the camp was broken on the following Satur- 
day, not a drop of rain fell. True the weather at 
times was excessively bot, and several drills were 
shortened on that account, but on the whole the 
week was a perfect one for an encampment. The 
camp is also admirably laid out. 

The first organization to arrive was the 6th Regi- 
ment, followed by the gun detachment of the Sev- 
enth, then by the brigade commander, Gen. Sewell, 
and the 7tb and 3d Regiments. A-salute of 13 guns 
was then fired and Camp Abbett—named in honor 
of the Governor—was formally opened.

On Sunday the brigade guard mount was rather 
ragged, but Major Oliphant, who officiated as assist- 
ant adjutant general, was in no way responsible for 
this. be men were somewhat unsteady, and the 
officers did not seem to grasp the situation. 

The usual religious ceremonies were held, and the 
day’s work closed with regimental dress parades. 
These were only fairly well executed, the men 
snowing the same unsteadiness and the officers still 
being slow to ‘‘catch on” to the formation of the 
battalions, 

Monday and Tuesday were uneventful. the pro- 
gramme of the drills being carried out. The battal- 
ion and regimental drillson Monday were naturally 
ragged, thie being the first attempt in the new re- 
gulations. The day’s work closed with brigade dress 
parade, which was very fairly executed. The rifle 
range was also opened onthe former day and the 
men in the several commands began qualifying for 
the State decoration. The early morning drilis of 
Tuesday were a severe strain on the men, owing to 
the intense heat. A sea breeze spruog up about 
noon, however, and the afternoon drills were exe- 
cuted with considerably more life than those of the 
early day. Heretofore it has been the custom to 
have the review of the division commander on the 
day following that of the Commander-in-Chief, and 
the former review is usually held in a drenching 
rain storm. It was, therefore, decided to try to 
“ obange the luck” this season, and Gen. Piume's 
review was announced for Wednesday. The day was 
almost perfect. In the afternoon regimental drills 
were dispensed with, and at 4 o’clock the regiments 
were assembled for the review by the division com- 
mander. : 

The brigade, for the review in line, was formed in 
line of masses; the battalions then changed direo- 
tion by the left flank and the companies successively 
ouned full distance for the marcd past. 

The review was a success, the pen being reason- 
ably steady. In the march past, the 6th Regiment 
led. The men, in a few instances, however, main- 
tained the s1x inch interval. The salutes of some of 
the officers were a trifle ꝰoff.“ The 3d Regiment fol- 
lowed, and this command easily took the honors. 
The men looked neat, and were very steady ; the 
salutes of the officers were better than those of the 
preceding command. The companies in the 7th 
Regiment marched past in very fair style, the dis- 
tances between companies being somewhat irregu- 
lar. The gun detachments followed, and the Gat 
ling gun company divided the honors with Essex 
troop—both these organizations parsed by superbly. 
The men were very steady and theinterval between 
men was well preserved in the former company. 
The ceremonies of the day closed with a brigade 
dress parade, . 

Tbursday was Governor’s Day. Thisin the Jer- 
sey encampment is the day of days. It is then that 
the people flock to the camp, as do also the politi- 
cians, for politics have their part in the camp. Tae 
routine drills, otc.,were carried out in the fore partof 
the day. This included target practice by the gun 
equads of the three organizations. Toe target was 
mounted on a raft, at a distance from the shore. 
Twenty shots were fired by each squad, and while 
none of the shots hit the target, some were very 
close, and several rents in the canvas were visible. 
The range was good. From target practice untl 
the hour set for the Governor's review, the men 
were at liberty, the afternoon regimental drilis 
baving been suspended. There was a great crowd 
at the camp, and Gov. Abbett and Gen. Sewell were 
kept busy receiving and entertaining their friends. 

At 4.30 the troops were formed for the review. The 
formation was identical with that of the previous 
day, and the demeanor of the men showed that the 

ractice of the day before had been beneficial. 

uring the review in line, the men were fairly 
steady, and inthe march past, the distances were 
fairly well kept, while the salutes of the officers 
were as a Whole an improvement on the day be- 
tore. Some of them need instruction in this, now- 
ever. The day’s ceremonies again closed with a bri- 

ade dress parade, which was very well executed. 
The feature of the evening was the ball given in 
honor of the Chief Executive of the dtate, at the 
Monmouth House, Spring Lake. The main dining 
room, where the bali was held, and the piazzas, were 
very prettily decorated, and at the wesiern end of 
the room Gov. Abbett and his daughter with other 
ladies received the guests. The executive commit- 





tee of the ball was Cols. Robt. Adrain, John T. Van 
Cleef and A. R. Kuser, Lt. Cols, O. F. Loutrel and me 
S. Chambers, Majs. Robt. I. Hopper and Leon Ab- 
bett, Jr. The affair was a grand success, and there 
were numerous officers present from the New York 
regiments. An exhibition of the signal corps of the 
regiment wss also given in the evening, under com- 
mand of Asst. Surg. Thos. A. Curtis, 3d Reet. Fri- 
day morning all arms were employed, and the drill- 
ing was continued until the dinner call. The in- 
fantry went thrvugh the scheduled drills, the Essex 
troop gave an exhibition tournament, executing the 
points, cuts, etc., at wooden blocks and rings, and 
the Gatling Gun Co. practiced at the target. The re- 
sult proved that the company is very efficient. Itis 
armed with two of Dr. Gatling’s latest guns (1888 
pattern), and 412 shots were fired in 24sec. This re- 
sult was obtained with the firing also delayed a tri- 
fle by a _ cartridge clogging up the outlet of the 
feeder. Ten shots were fired at yards, with a 
score of 49, out of a possible 50. Ten shots at 500 
yards, with 38, out of 50,and 10shots at 600 yards, 
with 32 out of 50. 

At3o’clock the regiments formed for an hour’s 
regimental drill. At 4.30 the gun squads of the regi- 
ments gave an exhibition drill with the 3 inch rifle, 
under the command of Capt. Julius U. Shailer, 3d 
Regt. The movements were well executed, but 
there was a singular combination of old tactics and 
new regulations, and the battery lacks the snap that 
we are 80 accustomed to seeing in the 2d and 3d Bat- 
teries of the New York National Guard. The exhi- 
bition was very creditable, however. 

This was followed by an exhibition drill by Gat- 
ling Gun Company B, under command of Ist Lieut. 
G. Walter Garton. This drill was fairly well exe- 
cuted, but the horses spoiled the effect of the snap- 
piness of the drill, as they were too heavy for the 
pieces and could not be induced to enter into the 
spirit of the occasion. The company, outside of the 
two gun squads, is armed and drilled as infantry, 
and after the drill of the squads, Capt. Jones gave 
an exhibition infantry drill, which comprised com- 
pany movements, manual of arms and extended 
vrder. The drill was excellent, the movements were 
snappy, the manual was perfect, as was also the vol- 
ley firing, and the movements in extended order 
showed the effectiveness of the drill, when the 
squads are in charge of competent non-commis- 
sioned officers, and the men are endowed with a de- 
gree of intelligence. The drill while, of course, on 
the order of * fancy,” was not against the regula- 
tions. Capt. Jones certainly had the best company 
in camp, and heis to be congratulated. A cavalry 
drill by the Essex troop, under command of Ist Lt. 
Frelinghuysen, closed the exhibitions. The troopis 
composed of a very fine class of young men, and the 
individual intelligence of the men again told in the 
execution of the movements. The drill closed with 
a charge on the two 12 pound Napoleons in front of 
Gen. Sewell’s -tent. The ceremonies of the day 
closed with regimental dress parade. The 6th Regi- 
ment, under command of Col. Cooper, then tendered 
a warching salute to Gen. Sewell, and also marched 
through the main street of the camp to its quarters, 
which were on the extreme right. 

On Saturday camp was broken. The 7th Regi- 
ment departed at 10 o’clock a. m., the 6th and Gat- 
ling Gun Co. B at 12 o’clock, and the 3d at 3 
o'clock. The brigade staff remained after the last 
regiment departed to settle up. 

That General Sewell was well pleased with the 
week's work is testified to by the following lan- 
guage which is taken from the orders read to the 
regiments at the parade on Friday night. “In is- 
suing this order, which will terminate the encamp- 
ment of the 2d Brigade for this year, the general 
commanding desires to express in the highest sense 
his appreciation of the conduct of the officers and 
men of the different commands, in the attention to 
duty, obedience to orders, magnificent appearance 
on parade and review, and general desire to make 
the encampment a military success.”"" The general 
in the order spoke in the highest terms of the Essex 
troop and Ambulance Corps, and the Governor and 
Adjt.-Gen. Stryker also came in for their share of 
praise. 

A pleasant feature of the week was the presence, 
‘as volunteer aid to Gen. Sewell, of Capt. Gould, of 
the 7lst Regt., N. G. 8. N. Y., who became a 
favorite with tbe brigade, and was elected an 
bonorary member of Co. H, 3d Regt., which gave 
him the right to qualify for the State decoration for 
marksmanebip. He qualified on Friday, winning 
the silver cross for sbarpshooters. 

The manner in which officers from other States 
are taken in charge by the brigade commander and 
his staff is indeed refreshing and far in advance of 
the modus operandi at the State camp at Peekskill. 
A visiting officer is made to feel that his presence is 
a pleasure. Gen Sewell, whileexacting as to duty, is 
extremely hospitable, and instead of feeling ill at 
ease, the military visitor to the S2a Girt camp is at 
home at once. Thecamp of 1892 was certainly a suc- 
cess.

The general of brigade and staff are all young men, active 

ve.and the remarkable progress in military 
work which has been made during the encampment is due 
to the hard work and perfect system of Gen. Kendall, ably 
assisted by his chief of staff. Col. Warfield. The regimenta! 
and battalion commanders, on whom the execution of rou- 
tine duty fall, are all old Natioual Guardsmen, and bave 
shown during the pet week that they understand the the- 
ory and practice of the new Drill Regulations thoroughly. 
Strict order in camp bas been enforced at all times, no riot- 
ing or unsoidierly conduct whatever being allowed. 

No company drilis were bad during the tour, the setting 
up exercises taking their place directly after the reveille 
each . Only a few captains showed a thorough know!l- 
edge of the exercises and the movements were not done 
simultaneously. A great improvement was shown, how- 
ever, toward the latter part of the week. 

Drills in extended order were omitted except in one in- 
stance, when the Ist regiment executed a few movements 
which they did well. 

Battalion drills took place each day at 9.45 A. M. and 3.45 
P.M. Formations were very siow for the first two days, 
but improved daily until the end of the tour. Distances in 
columns of companies were good, but the intervals between 
the files were not preserved, and there was a tendency in 
all the companies to vrowd toward thecentre. Ia executing 
right or left turn nearly all the companies merged the move- 
ment into nearly a whee! until the last two days when a 
decidei improvement was noticed, and on the last two bat- 
talion drills the right and left turos were executed correct- 
ly. Both the lst and 2d Rattalions were divided into two 
battalions of four companies, and were equalized into com- 
panies of 12 files front, but the rear flies of the Ist Regi- 
ment were nearly all blind ones, thus giving the regiment 
the appearance of baving a single rank formation. 

In executing “column of fours break from the rigbt to 
march to the left,” the captains of the left companies gave 
the command “ right forward, fours right,” too soon, thus 
crowding their companies on tbe one in front. In dressing 
to the right or left by companies, the men did not alway- 
bring the left band to the hip, which caused bad intervais 
between files. Oo right and left into line and right and left 
front inte hne were executed correctly, exeept that the men 
crowded toward the centre too much after arriving on the 
line. 





Right of companies, rear into column, was one of the best 
battalion movements dove in camp as regards iness 
and distance. The manual of arms was well executed by 
the regiments and the separate companies. Alli the officers 
and men showed an eagerness to become familiar with tue 
new drill regulations, which was commendabie. Tue Ma- 
chine Gun Battery did excellent work with their two Gat- 
ling guaos in rapid firing, and showed careful instruction.

The Battalion of Cavalry drilled daily, and, taking into 
consideration the fact that most of their borses are unused 
to drills, they did * well. A noticeable feature of the 
cavairy wasthbe excellent aligaments of the platoons and 
the good distance which they preserved, 

- The guard duty done by this brigade will compare favor- 
ably with any State troops, and after the first guard mouot 
there were no errors on the part of either officers or men 
worth mentioning.
